Jackie Ivory from Arkansas is a fine organist who needs to be discovered. 
To the best of my knowledge he has had only one LPas a leader but, judging f*om 
his work here, he needs to be recorded more. 

The percussion section is out of sight— Jerry Potter taking care of drums 
and Richard Landrum on conga and bongos. 

The guys start swinging with the first track. Brother Ray is a tribute to 
Ray Barretto, the great congero. Listen to the cohesive work of the percussionists. 
In fact, throughout the tune there is a feeling of unity. This kind of music that 
is conducive to partying or just listening. 

A Day In The Life Of A Fool is done in medium tempo with a nod to South 
America and the roots of the melody. The men, however, don't try to sound like 
Latin musicians and the listener is immediately aware of the "down home” 
origins of the. musicians. Willis is or Gator horn, his own invention, here. The 
horn is pitched in E natural and is shaped like a straight alto sax. 

The third track, This Is The Way I Feel, is just that-the way Willis feels. This 
is natural blues playing without any striving for a "hit sound." The only thing I 
don’t like about the tune is the fau'eout. Why couldn’t it have gone on and on? 


Recently I have noticed that there is a trend among liner note writers to 
write nothing about the music on the album. The feeling is that the music wiii 
speak for itself. Unfortunately this can leave the record buyer in the dark. Most 
people buy LPs on a limited budget and therefore look first to recordings by 
artists whom they are familiar with. Even a man like Willis Jackson, who has been 
out there a long time, can be unfamiliar to some listeners. 

On many occasions, I, as a disc jockey, have been influenced enough by the 
liner description of a song that I will air it before auditioning. If a disc jockey, 
note writer or critic is interested in jazz to help bring a wider influence to the 
music then he must write about the music. With this in mind, let us talk about 
Willis Jackson and his music. 


Blue Jays, the opener on the B side is a compositional collaboration be- 
tween Jackson, Jennings and Jackie (Ivory) hence the title. I have played this 
privately for some of my listeners arid mey are all enthusiastic. Well my friends, 
now the album has been released and you can now find it in your favorite record 
shop. Nice work from Mr Jackson, Mr. Jennings and Mr Ivory with the nice 
swinging beat held together by Jerry (another Blue Jay) Potter and Richard f_ 
Landrum. 

Willis is back on Gator horn for Stolen Sweets. When you hear Willis play 
like this you find yourself wishing that the man could play like this until the end 
of time. There are many approaches to jazz playing and we need this type of 
sound to go along with all the other styles. 


The sound of Willis Jackson is one that is steeped in tradition. It is a sound 
that brings to mind the glorious era of big-toned tenormen; Dexter Gordon, 
Illinois Jacquet, Wardell Gray, Gene Ammons and Sonny Stitt. Those men fre- 
quently worked in partnerships and there are places on this LP where one wishes 
for another horn man for one of those friendly duels. Willis used to be known as 
"Gator tail” and I can remember "partying down” while listening to Willis burn on 
the tune of that name. When Willis later turned to jazz and formed his organ 
combo he had more hits. One of the biggest was done in collaboration with his 
star organist Brother Jack McDuff and was called This’ll Get To Ya (Prestige 
73<I4). There is a tune here titled This Is The Way I Feel that could well head in 
that same direction. 

Bill Jennings is another veteran jazzman. He spent a short and pleasant 
stay in Detroit a few years ago. Some of my fondest jazz memories involve hear- 
ing Wild Bill Jennings in person. 


The final track is Long Tall Dexter written by the eminent Dexter Gordon. 
This brings back memories when jazz was a very happy thing. A musician could 
finish his nightly gig and go out into the early morning hours looking for a ses- 
sion. He would usually find it and some great musical moments would happen. 
While listening to this tune I keep wishing that it was live and that another great 
tenor s<ar would walk in to do battle with Willis. 

Willis Jackson, Bill Jennings, Jackie Ivory, Jerry Potter and Richard 
Landrum— I thank you. Thank you for bringing us a music that has stood the 
test of time and in your hands still sounds new and refreshing.

Jackie Ivory from Arkansas is a fine organist who needs to be discovered. 
To the best of my knowledge he has had only one LPas a leader but, judging f-om 
his work here, he needs to be recorded more. 

The percussion section is out of sight— Jerry Potter taking care of drums 
and Richard Landrum on conga and bongos. 

The guys start swinging with the first track. Brother Ray is a tribute to 
Ray Barretto, the great congero. Listen to the cohesive work of the percussionists. 
In fact, throughout the tune there is a feeling of unity. This kind of music that 
is conducive to partying or just listening. 

A Day In The Life Of A Fool is done in medium tempo with a nod to South 
America and the roots of the melody. The men, however, don't try to sound like 
Latin musicians and the listener is immediately aware of the "down home” 
origins of the musicians. Willis is or Gator horn, his own invention, here. The 
horn is pitched in E natural and is shaped like a straight alto sax. 

The third track, This Is The Way I Feel, is just that-the way Willis feels. This 
is natural blues playing without any striving for a “hit sound.” The only thing I 
don't like about the tune is the fau'eout. Why couldn’t it have gone on and on? 


Recently I have noticed that there is a trend among liner note writers to 
write nothing about the music on the album. The feeling is that the music wiii 
speak for itself. Unfortunately this can leave the record buyer in the dark. Most 
people buy LPs on a limited budget and therefore look first to recordings by 
artists whom they are familiar with. Even a man like Willis Jackson, who has been 
out there a long time, can be unfamiliar to some listeners. 

On many occasions, I, as a disc jockey, have been influenced enough by the 
liner description of a song that I will air it before auditioning. If a disc jockey, 
note writer or critic is interested in jazz to help bring a wider influence to the 
music then he must write about the music. With this in mind, let us talk about 
Willis Jackson and his music. 


Blue Jays, the opener on the B side is a compositional collaboration be- 
tween Jackson, Jennings and Jackie (Ivory) hence the title. I have played this 
privately for some of my listeners arid tney are all enthusiastic. Well my friends, 
now the album has been released and you can now find it in your favorite record 
shop. Nice work from Mr Jackson, Mr. Jennings and Mr Ivory with the nice 
swinging beat held together by Jerry (another Blue Jay) Potter and Richard 
Landrum. 

Willis is back on Gator horn for Stolen Sweets. When you hear Willis play 
like this you find yourself wishing that the man could play like this until the end 
of time. There are many approaches to jazz playing and we need this type of 
sound to go along with all the other styles. 


The sound of Willis Jackson is one that is steeped in tradition. It is a sound 
that brings to mind the glorious era of big-toned tenormen; Dexter Gordon, 
Illinois Jacquet, Wardell Gray, Gene Ammons and Sonny Stitt. Those men fre- 
quently worked in partnerships and there are places on this LP where one wishes 
for another horn man for one of those friendly duels. Willis used to be known as 
Gator tail” and I can remember "partying down” while listening to Willis burn on 
the tone of that name. When Willis later turned to jazz and formed his organ 
combo he had more hits. One of the biggest was done in collaboration with his 
star organist Brother Jack McDuff and was called This’ll Get To Ya (Prestige 
7oc4). There is a tune here titled This Is The Way I Feel that could well head in 
that same direction. 

Bill Jennings is another veteran jazzman. He spent a short and pleasant 
stay in Detroit a few years ago. Some of my fondest jazz memories involve hear- 
ing Wild Bill Jennings in person. 


The final track is Long Tall Dexter written by the eminent Dexter Gordon. 
This brings back memories when jazz was a very happy thing. A musician could 
finish his nightly gig and go out into the early morning hours looking for a ses- 
sion. He would usually find it and some great musical moments would happen. 
While listening to this tune I keep wishing that it was live and that another great 
tenor star would walk in to do battle with Willis. 

Willis Jackson, Bill Jennings, Jackie Ivory, Jerry Potter and Richard 
Landrum— I thank you. Thank you for bringing us a music that has stood the 
test ot time and in your hands still sounds new and refreshing.
